Other Securities may be neceflary by Accident, 
but this Security is Natural; and if we negleét 
this, we do wage War in the dark, and rely on 
what may fail us, as being neither the Effeé of 
Experience or Reafon. How were the Princes of

till fuch Time as they entertain’d the Notions ot 
a Sea Security? And now how Powerful are 
thofe Provinces both by Land and Sea; infomuch 
that the greateft Kingdoms and States.do Court 
their Alliante, and. Sollicit their F riendihip. 
The Prince that is Mafter of the Sea, ftands fair 
to be Mafter of the Land, and to be the Umpire 
of the Univerfe. Powipey had Ruin’d Ce/ar if he had 
ftriick to his Sea-Security, which while he did, 
Cicero Writing to his Friend Atticus of Pompey’s 
Preparation againft Cefar, faith, Cunfilium i 
pety plane Themiftocleum eff ; putat enim, qui Mari 


potitur, cum rerum potiri: And indeed I know not 


what that Prince can want, that enjoys the Do- 
minion of the Sea, if he knows how to improve 
fuch a Power. Here could I make a large Def- 
cant on the Advantage of a Fleet, and thow the 
Effects of Sea Battles, how they have decided 
Long and Bloody Wars, which otherwife would 
have Ruined Countries by a lingring Confump- 
tion: The Battle of ium decided the Empire 
of the Univerfe, and that of Lepanto, vail’d the 


| Turkifh Crefcent. 


Here alfo could I mention how much our Con- 
quefts at Sea have advanced the Glory, and fe- 
cured the Intereft of England, I need only tell 
you, that our Anceftors were daily Invaded, and 
Subdued by Foreigners ; infomuch that the Brit- 
tains knew not one Year, who would be their Ma- 
iters the next: But when Edgar found out the 
Notion of a Sea-Security and provided himfelf 
with a Powerful Navy, he fecured the Bnglifh 
from Invafions,and brought them into a Capaci 
ot giving Laws to the World. Here let us fix the 
Walls of our Ifland, adorned with the Spoils of
